A tc his on , Kan., April 13.— S u ch meager 
particulars as hare boon receiv ed regarding 
the prairie fires in Phillips, Graham and Nor­ 
ton counties indicate that the loss of life and 
property Is ev en greater than was at first 
reported. 
It is now all but certain that fif­ 
teen people hare perished, while the loss in 
stock and buildings is enormous. 
Tbs firs 
started Saturday afternoon on the south 
fork of Solomon riv er, in Graham county , 
and swept northward, increasing in ex tent 
and carried on Its death-dealing course by a 
high wind. The path of the blase v aries in 
width from two to sev en miles, the length of 
the track being at last accounts fully six ty 
miles. 
Whole herds of cattle, thousands of 
tons of grain, and from 100 to 17 5 houses and 
bams hav e been destroy ed, and the terrible 
conflagration is still spreading northwest. It 
is as y et impossible to learn the names of the 
v ictims and the greatest terror prev ails in 
the surrounding country . 
Itelief will be at 
once sent from towns out of the fire line. 
Telegraph lines are all down and it is impov 
dble to get full detail*. 
At a point near Milbrook on the sou th fork 
of the Solomon riv er the flro 
swept down 
with terriblo effect, destroying everything in 
its path and bu rning six ¡» ersons to death— 
father, mother and fou r children—and a 
large nu mber of cattle, horses, hogs and 
pou ltry. }n one instance a woman prema­ 
tu rely gavo birth to a child. 
When fcho flro 
was discovered approaching her hu sband 
took 
her in his arms and started for the 
plowed grou nd, bu t before ho reached it the 
woman’s clothing was on fire. 
He su cceeded 
in pu tting it ou t and saving her life. 
The 
babe, less than an hou r old, with tho ottier 
members of tho family, was saved, bu t tho 
hou se and other iflroporty on tho farm was 
destroyod. 
Hu ndreds of narrow escapes 
cou ld l>o related 
H u ron, I). T,, April 13.—Additional disas­ 
ters by prairie fires wore reported Tu esday. 
Near Wessington, thirty miles west of here, 
E. Noyes lost his bou se, barn and imple­ 
ments; John Htilzler lost his hou se with con­ 
tents, and a qu antity of seed grain, total 
valu e $ 1,200; Mr. Hock , hou se, barns and ma­ 
chinery, valu e $ 1,500; John 
Bau ghman, 
barn, grain and implements, loss # 1,000. Ed 
W ashbu rn, hou se and fu rnitu re, and Nicho­ 
las Hhu rb, barn, granary, wheat and ma­ 
chinery. 
At Broad head, twelve miles north, 
John Monau t lost a barn, granary, a span of 
mu les and a largo amou nt .of hay, oats and 
wheat. 
Miss Maloney, who was so severely bu rned 
Friday night, is still alive, bu t in a critical 
condition.

FLAMES IN AN ANCIENT T OWN.

A u gu s t i ne , Flo., April 13.—At 3 
o’clock Tu esday morning fire brok e ou t in 
the boiler room of the S t Au gu stine hotel, a 
large throe-story frame stru ctu re. 
Soon tho 
whole bu ilding was a moss of crack ling 
ru ins. 
Fortu nately the hotel was abou t clos­ 
ing for the season and contained only abou t 
100 persons, inclu ding tho owner, employes 
and gu ests. All escaped savo one female em­ 
ploye, Bridget Mu rphy, vvbo is su pposed to 
have perished. 
Few of the fixtu res of tho 
hotel were saved, tho gu ests losing nearly 
everything, 
Tho !o-.s, inclu ding the bu ilding and fix­ 
tu res, is # 100,000. 
It is su pposed to be in­ 
sured for $ 40,000, thou gh this is qu ite dou bt­ 
fu l, as tho insu rance expired Wednesday, 
and it is not k nown whether it was renewed. 
A slight breez t was blowing at the time 
from the northeast, and from tho hotel the 
fire spread to adjoining bu ildings, consu m­ 
ing some liftmen or twenty. 
Among thorn 
was the famou s old Homan Catholic cathe­ 
dral, the oldest stru ctu re in America, which 
is a mass of ru ins; only the bare walls and 
bell tower are left standing. 
Among tho bu ildings bu rned arc tho St. 
Au gu stine hotel, Edward’s hotel, cou nty 
cou rt hou so (records saved), Dr. Vodden’s 
mu seu m, old slave mark et, First National 
bank bu ilding, Bishop Moore’s hou se, (par­ 
tially destroyed), and the famou s old stone 
mark et. 
Tho total loss will probably roach 
$ *300,000. 
L a te r —So far two lives are reported lost 
and it may probably exceed that nu mbor, as 
several persons are u naccou nted for.

He reminds the cou ntry mem­ 
bers of the legislatu re that saloons are more 
nu merou s in proportion to popu lation in al­ 
most all the cities, towns and villages of the 
state than in New York city, and that they 
shou ld not deny their own districts tho bene, 
fit of the act if it is intended to bo benefi­ 
cial. 


W heat P rospects in Illin ois.

STATISTICS SHOWING HOW MUCH 
THAT PROPOSITION COSTS US. 


Sev en H undred M illion D ollars Absorbed 
In “ W hetting the W h istles” of 
the 
A m erican C itizen—H ow th e Sum Is D i­ 
v ided B etw een th e D ealers—A L ittle 
D ifficulty A bout L ittler. 


W a s hi ngt on 
C i t y , April 13.—Mr. Switz- 
ler, the commissioner of statistics, has issu ed 
a qu arterly report of imports, ex ports, im­ 
migration and navigation of the United 
States, which, according to the title-page, 
contains also other statistical matter. Among 
this and other statistical matters, is a lot of 
tables showing the consu mption of spirits, 
wine and beer in the United States and vari­ 
ou s foreign cou ntries, with tho share of each 
person figu red ou t, and what the average 
citizen expends for liqu id comfort, carefu lly 
calcu lated. 
The cou ntry’s drink bill is fig­ 
u red at over $ 700,003,000, of which $ 300,000,- 
000 goes to the manu factu rer, and $ 400,0<)0,- 
000 to tho middlemen, mainly the retail deal­ 
ers. 
The drink ing portion of the pop­ 
u lation 
is 
figu red 
ou t 
at 
abou t 
one-fou rth of the total, and the drink bill of 
this fou rth has averaged $ 47.41 a year for 
the past five yoars. 
For this amou nt of 
money the average drink er got 5.3 gallons of 
spirits, 41 gallons of beer, and 1.6 gallons of 
wine, altogether drink ing nearly a gallon 
a 
week and paying nearly $ 1 per week . 
This 
report presents the estimates of persons in 
the trade that not one-tenth of the spirits 
manu factu red are u sed in the arts. The Na­ 
tional Wholesale Dru g association estimated 
that one-half of the spirits were u sed in the 
arts. 
The estimates of dealers in alcohol, 
qu oted by Commissioner Switzler, corre­ 
sponded very closely with those made 
by 
Gen. Railm, while he was commissioner of 
interna) revenu e, which were based on in­ 
formation from all the internal revenu e col­ 
lectors in the cou ntry. The temperance organ­ 
izations of the cou ntry have long been try­ 
ing in vain to got congress to creato a com­ 
mission to collect statistics of tho alcoholic 
iiqu or traffic and consu mption. 
Commis­ 
sioner Switzler has u ndertak en this work 
himself and actu ally performed it in a large 
degree. The commissioner’s tables will bo 
extensively qu oted and commented u pon by 
the temperance anti religiou s press, and on 
the other hand the papers and orators who 
deprecate interference with tho saloon in­ 
terest will denou nce these figu res as cook ed 
u p by temperance people for their own pu r­ 
poses and wholly misleading. In pu tting this 
report ou t Commissioner Switzler calls spe- 
cial attention to the tables in regard to 
liqu orjconsu mption, produ cts of tho fisheries, 
and cf trade with Canada.

COERCION FOR THE GREEN ISLE. 


F urther D ebate on th e Crim es B ill In th e 
B ritish P arliam ent. 


L ondon 
, April 13.—In the hou se of com­ 
mons Tu esday evening Hu gh Holmes, attor­ 
ney general of Ireland, resu ming the debate 
on the Irish criminal amendment bill, as- 
jerted that not one of the provisions of the 
bill wou ld interfere with the constitu tional 
rights of the people of Ireland, nor infringe 
u pon their pu blic rights. 
Society in Ire­ 
land, it mu st be remembered, was wholly dis­ 
organized. The people had become depraved 
in morals, and appeared to sympathize with 
criminals, thwarting, as they did, every a t­ 
tempt on the part of the crown to obtain 
evidence against law-break ers, and, when 
sworn to do their du ty as ju rymen, refu sing 
to convict when tho evidence against the 
malefactors was plain and u ncontradicted. 
It was for this reason, Holmes said, that the 
clau se providing for change of venu e in cer­ 
tain cases was drafted, bu t he hoped that 
frequ ent recou rse to the procedu re au thor­ 
ized by this clau se wou ld not be fou nd nece9- 
sary. 
Concerning su mmary ju risdiction in minor 
cases, as provided by the bill, Holmes con­ 
tended that resident magistrates u nder that 
clau se wou ld be no more execu tive officers 
than ju stices of the peace in England are, 
and said that every possible 
precau tion 
wou ld be tak en to prevent magistrates from 
interfering u nless the law was flagrantly de­ 
fied. 
The power of the viceroy to su ppress 
associations and organizations dangerou s to 
the peace or operation of the law was su b­ 
ject to the veto of parliament, bu t the gov­ 
ernment adhered to its proposal to mak e the 
act perpetu al, althou gh parliament cou ld 
repeal it whenever it might bo necessary to 
do so. 
Hu gh C. E. Childers said he wou ld admit 
that some of tho provisions of tho bill wou ld 
not be altogether objectionable if applied to 
England and Ireland alik e, bu t directed 
against Ireland alone they were u nwarranted 
and wou ld 
inevitably 
evok e 
disorder. 
Against the clau ses in which the bill gave cer­ 
tain powers to resident magistrates, who he 
k new were totally u nfit to exercise them, ho 
earnestly protested, as he also did against 
the proposal to try Irish prisoners in Eng­ 
land, which he regarded as ono of the very 
worst featu res of the bilL 
As to the bill as 
a whole, Childers ridicu led the measu re u n­ 
mercifu lly, calling especial attention to the 
looseness of its constru ction and the am­ 
bigu ity of its definitions, which defects, he 
•aid, cou ld not fail to render a nu mber of its 
clau ses void and inoperative.

B oston, A pril 13.—A W ashington specia l 
to the T raveler sa y s fcseualor Cameron, of 
Pennsylvania, sp eaking of the inter-state 
commerce act, said: 
I voted against tho bill because I thought 
the running of railroads by act of congress 
was going a little too far in tho line of gov­ 
ernmental interference with p rivate business 
and p rivate rights. 
1 think its friends have 
found that out already, and will learn a 
great deal more before they get through. 
I 
have no idea that the constitutional right 
of congress to regulate commerce between 
states meant any such thing as this act p ro­ 
vides. I think if some of those so-called con­ 
stitutional lawyers in congress had looked 
more to the sp irit of the constitution and 
some of |the coincident conditions when it 
was 
adop ted they 
would 
have 
seen 
tbRt this p rovision 
was intended chiefly 
as a remedy for the defects of the old arti­ 
cles of confederation which, as every reader 
of even elementary school history would 
know, gave each state the right to levy du­ 
ties ana manage its own commerce, which 
naturally led to conflict, confusion and em­ 
barrassment The constitutional convention 
of 1787 had more trouble in adjusting this 
rivalry of interest than anything else. It 
was one of the elements of national author­ 
ity to give the sup reme government the 
p ower to regulate commerce between 
the 
state» on the same theory that it had p ower 
granted to exercise sup reme authority to 
regulate intercourse with foreign countries. 
The p rojectors of this ap p arently indefensi­ 
ble misconstruction of the p rovisions of the 
constitution and the p owers of congress will 
find out their mistake, and they 
will 
not 
be 
able 
to 
remedy 
it 
short 
of 
a 
rep eal 
The 
very 
first 
act of the commission has been the susp en­ 
sion of the long and short haul p rovision, 
and that with the p ooling clause was the 
main p oint with the advocates of statutory 
railroad management and .regulation of in­ 
flexible economic laws.

They remained standing 
until I had done. 
On leaving the men all 
raised their hats. 
The women were 
alway s reserved until approached, but re­ 
spond to a gentlemanly inquiry with quiet 
modesty . 
The women, according to the 
usual custom, are seldom wedded by ec­ 
clesiastical ceremony . 
Matrimony is too 
dear as performed through the instru­ 
mentality of the padre, and the proba­ 
tion demanded by the red tape of the 
church before espousing is irksome. 
So 
when tho native man thinks of taking a 
helpmate lie prepares by taking a machete 
(a long knife or sword with a wooden 
handle), and an acre or so of ground. 
After cutting from the land the brush­ 
wood and weeds lie plants a portion with 
bananas or plantains, which bear fruit in 
three y ears. 
He then builds a hut of 
palm, thatched perfectly tight. 
The house being built and the ly manas 
maturing, lie selects the woman to be 
easared (housed). 
There is no ceremony 
necessary . 
They have a family , the chil­ 
dren are not educated nor clothed, nor 
is any provision necessary . 
Nature pro­ 
vides so bountifully for nearly all their 
wants; why should they worry about 
their next meal? There is a bunch of 
bananas and plantains maturing every 
day for perhaps 100 y ears without any 
further attention. 
Fish are abundant in 
the stream p assing by their door. 
TTw 
man wants a straw hat, which the woman 
provides, woven by her hands with the 
grass near at hand. 
The woman weaves 
a covering cloth from the inner bark of a 
palm tree, colored green, just sufficient 
to meet what modesty demands. 
The 
man sometimes wants a dime for gam­ 
bling, or whisky , or gunpowder, which is 
provided by tho woman, who does the 
gold washing and principal labor.—Choco 
Cor.

Some of the papers 
have a sale department and carriers of 
their own: but the majority deal with 
intermediaries, w ho have special sq uaib 
of carriers for each journal and for each 
district. 
These carriers distribute the 
journals in the k iosq ues and in the shops 
of the news venders, settling accounts 
each day and tak ing back the unsold 
nunilxTs. 
Another special category of 
newspaper sellers arc the 4 *camelots. 
or 
hawk ers, who cry papers in the street. 
There are some 500 sellers of 
this k ind, 
who howl sensational news, and 
who 
buy luter editions of second 
class paper*, 
which, for the 
sake of advertising, 
an* 
sold to them at from twenty to 
thirty 
cents a hundred out and out, no 
account 
lieing tak en of unsold copies. 
Besides the “ eam elots” there are nearly 
4 .000 jxTsons who sell 
newspapers in 
Paris, 
m ostly 
booksellers, 
stationers, 
sellers of fried potatoes or of

chestnuts, and milk dealers, w ho com ­ 
bine new s v ending with their other busi­ 
ness. 
Out of this number there are hi? 
v enders w ho occupy kiosques on tlu* boule­ 
v ards ami 100 who occupy wooden lxHiths 
placed on the sidewalk. 
These Imk tlis 
pay a ground rent of six francs a yeai to 
the m unicipality, and a rent of six francs 
a m onth to the contractor w ho owns tie* 
m aterial. 
The kiosquos, built orig inally 
by a priv ate com pany, hav e now luv onn* 
the property of the m unicipality of Paris, 
which has leased them for sev en years to 
an adv ertising contractor at an annual 
rental of § 18 ,‘250. 
This contractor makes 
his profit by selling the adv ertising space, 
and he is allowed to exact, from the news 
venders 
w ho occupy 
tlu* kiosquos. a 
rental of from § 1 to § 5 a m onth, accord­ 
ing to the situation.

k iosq uos opjxxute the Grand hotel, where 
you can buy American. Russian. Italian, 
Hungarian, 
German and other foreign 
papers, are all let at $5 a month.

jx)lice; for, lik e the tobacco shops,
